But we will suppose, for the sake of argu- 
ment only, that foreign ministers should take 
umbrage at our government for recognizing 
the independence of Hlayti, and refuse toa 
Ilaytien minister residing at Washington, the 
customary forms of etiquette. The President 
of the United States would be no party in this 
quarrel; he would have nothing more to do 
than to actthe part of honest integrity, and to 
conduct himself towards the sable ambassador 
with honor and good faith as the Representa- 
tive of a people with whom we did not believe 
it beneath our dignity to hold commercial in- 
tercourse. If these people are too base and de~ 
| graded to be entitled to respect, when they 
send an ambassador to Washington, we should 
be consistent with ourselves and renounce all 
commercial intercourse with them whatever. 
If we will establish commercial connections 
with the Haytiens as an independent people; a 
reception of an ambassador from them fol- 
fows as a matter of course. But another 
bugbear has been held up to frighten us 
froin the plainest dictates of sound policy and 
common sense, and that is this: the reception 
of an ambassador from Hayti would be the 
signal for the blacks in the United States to 
revolt. No: it would be the signal for ail our 
sable and free population who could find the 
means of embarkation for Hayti to adopt that 
measure, and to live amonzsta community of 
their species, where they could enjoy such en- 
vied advantages.
